Children's Welfare 
There's no question that the citi­ 
zenry is upset by developments 
of recent months. Residents are 
concerned primarily with the wel­ 
fare of their children. They are 
also concerned with the effect the 
scandal has had on teachers and 
how it will affect the hiring of 
good teachers in the future 


Most important at the moment, 
the public is concerned with see­ 
ing that only the highest • calibre 
individuals are selected to fill the 
two board vacancies. The board 
has until Dec. 26 to make these 
appointments. After that the de 
cision will be up to the courts. 
Citizens may, after the 30-day 
limit expires on Dec. 26, petition 
the courts to make appointments 
of persons they feel qualified for

Land Available For College In Lower Hucks 
The Next Step: OK By Legislature 
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By AL CHESTER

What are the steps which must lie taken to 
make a I vower Bucks County Community College 
a reality? 


Surveys, feasibility studies, long-range plans 
are ail well and good—hut they don’t build schools 
and stock classrooms. They can only point the way. 


The next step is for the state legislature to 
act. The work of Raymond Smith and W. Russell 
Massey and their Bucks County Community Col­ 
lege Committee has gone about as far as it can 
without the next, precious Ingredient—money. 


When the legislature assembles in January, it 
will find before it an enabling bill, similar to the 
one which was defeated in 19(51. 
This bill, if passed, will provide the financial 
aid needed to launch the community college pro­ 
gram. It will also establish a pilot program of 
three community colleges in the state. Presumably, 
one of these colleges will he slated for Bucks 
County. 
Dr. George E. Raab, Bucks County superinten­ 
dent of schools, said the Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Instruction anticipates passage of the en­ 
abling legislation. If it is passed, the department 
will establisha priority list for the purpose of al­ 
locating funds to those counties or sections where

Louis Aliment! and Nicholas De- 
Mara today are serving the sixth 
day of their debt to society 
in Bucks County prison in D >v- 
lestown. 


To say that the two former 
Bristol Township school directors 
are not enjoying their stay, would 
probably be the understatement 
of the year. 


But according to Warden Earl 
Handy, the pair "are following 
the prison schedule just like the 
rest of their fellow prisoners” 


No Visitors 
Alimenti, former school board 
president, and DeMara, Tomer 
vice president, are not permitted 
any visitors except on Saturday 
and they can only be members 
of their own families. 
Both men began serving their 
30-day to a year sentence last 
Friday. The prison term and a 
$100 fine were imposed on the men 
by Judge Edwin H. Sattert’nwaite. 
Alimenti 
and 
DeMara 
both 
pleaded guilty in Bucks County 
Court on Nov. 26 to bribery under 
the state school code and con­ 
spiracy. They were arrested, along 
with three other directors in July 
and charged with plotting to sell 
principalships to teachers. 
Handy is reluctant to give any 
specific 
information 
concerning 
either of the two men. To do so 
would be an invasion of privacy, 
he says. 
"They (Alimenti and DeMara) 
start the day, take their meals 
and retire just the same as any­ 
body else here,” 
Handy said. 
"Everybody gets the same treat, 
ment.” 
There are props which help take 


sur- 
an inmates mind from his 
roundings at the prison. Alimenti 
and DeMara, like the rest of the 
prisoners, can watch TV for two 
hours after dinner. 
They can also make use of rec­ 
reation facilities, basketball etc., 
in the prison yard. In case of in­ 
clement weather, cellmates may 
play checkers or cards. Alimenti 
and DeMara share a cell with two 
other inmates. There are four 
prisoners to a cell. 
Handy, wbo is due to retire as 
warden the end of this month, 
says that he eventually gets to 
know all the inmates. 
Occupied with the preparations 
for moving, Handy has not yet 
met Alimenti and DeMara but 
expects to do so shortly. The two 
are eligible for parole on Dec. 29.

Israel Rules: Not 
Citizen Bv Birth 


JERUSALEM, Israel <UPD - 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
in an historic decision that a per­ 
son born a Jew is not entitled to 
Israeli citizenship simply because 
of his birth. 
The high court in a 4-1 decision 
rejected a plea by Carmelite friar 
Father Daniel-born Oswald Ru- 
feisen of orthodox Jewish parents 
in Poland—who since I960 has 
been refused citizenship except 
under the I960 taw of return. The 
law says any Jew can emigrate 
to israel if he is not a criminal 
and claim citisenahip. 
It was the first time modern 
Israel has legally attempted to 
answer the basic question does a 
Jew become Jewish by birth, reli­ 
gious observance, or belief. 
The Knesset (parliament) never 
hah officially defined a Jew. Im­ 
migration authorities have used 
the yardstick that a Jew is any­ 
one who professes to be one and 
does not hold other religious be­ 
liefs.

Fast cars, wine drinking and “way-out” mu­ 
sic are currently the fad in Germany, according 
to a 22-year-old German man who just arrived in 
America after being sponsored by a Morrisville 
couple. 
In slightly broken English, Juergen Lamm, a 
native of Magdeburg, East Germany, recently 
compared the two countries in an interview at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Daigle at 321 Os­ 
borne Ave., Morrisville. 
“I’ve only just arrived in America,” Lamm said, 
“but already I think it’s a wonderful place.” De­ 
spite all that has gone on in Germany, Lamm says 
it is still one of the most progressive countries in 
Europe. 
Difference In Years 
“Compared to America, Germany is about IOO 
years behind in some things,” he said, “but then 
places like Italy arc IOO years behind Germany.” 
Still, Lamm says the autobahn or expressway 
in Germany makes America’s turnpikes look like 
snail streets. “Autos cruise at about 80-90 miles 
per hour on the autobahn,” said he, “and can go 
up to IOO or 120 miles per hour.” 
Met In Nightclub 
‘They have some dreadful accidents,” com­ 
mented Richard Daigle, who just retired after 20 
years in the U.S. Army. He was last stationed in 
Germany where he met Lamm in a nightclub. 
Daigle, a native of New Orleans, married a 
Morrisville girl, the former Josephine N utt They 
just spent 30 months during his last assignment 
at a U.S. Army Base at Badkreuznach, Germany. 
“I used to work part-time as a bartender in a 
post military club,” said Daigle “and that’s where 
I met Juergen.” Lamm came to America to seek 
work as waiter in a hotel or as a bartender. 
Lamm, blond, shy but enthusiastic, discussed 
his home land. 
A native of East Germany, but recently living 
in West Germany, Lamm said his mother and 
father still live behind the Iron Curtain. He left 
home at 14 and has not seem them since the wall 
was built. 
Lamm has brothers and sisters scattered 
about East and West Germany. The family is some­ 
what torn apart as a result of the Red wall. So 
Lamm decided to strike out on his own to America. 
Drink Less Wine 
Lamm, an experienced bartender, remarked 
that Americans don’t seem to drink as much wine 
as the Germans. “We keep it chilled,” he said, 
“and that's the s e c re t to good v in .” 
Lam m also noted the progressive, electronic 
music heard and played in Germany, particularly 
by the young, and commented on the way Germans 
copy many American styles — from music to 
clothes. 
During the discourse, the Daigles were just 
getting settled into their new house in Morrisville. 
Richard, an SFC E-7, retired Oct. 31 after 20 
years and they took a boat to New York Oct. 13 
from Bremerhaven, Germany. Josephine was rap­ 
idly straightening up, after their furniture arrived 
from abroad. 
Low, High-Priced Goods 
The Daigles have an impressive array of 
European-made furniture, which would cost a for­ 
tune here but which they purchased at considera­ 
bly lower prices. 
“They hardly broke a thing,” commented Jo­ 
sephine, “including some Heinrich China, that the 
Pope and Grace Kelley prefer.” There was one 
minor break in a glass edge on the coffee table, 
“but we can easily replace the glass,” Richard 
said. The government paid for shipping their furni­ 
ture home. 
While abroad, the Daigles visited many his­ 
toric spots, such as Italy, France, Holland, Luxem­ 
bourg, Monaco, Austria and Switzerland. Daigle 


plans to find work here in the administrative field. 


Meanwhile, Lamm was plenty grateful for 
having gained their friendship and sponsoring his 
trip to America. Lamm planned to go to Brooklyn, 
stay with a friend, and find work in a free country. 


“The salaries here are so much more,” he said.
